THE GENERAL today is exhibit- 


ing qualities of leadership and states- 
manship the like of which France has 
not seen in a generation or two. In- 
deed, many think he is showing a good 
deal more than are Ihe leaders of coun- 
tries which have been assailing French 
weaknesses for years. De Gaulle first 
of all has demonstrated a highly in- 
ventive political imagination at a time 
and in situations where that character- 
istic is very sorely needed. He is posi- 
tive, productive, and aggressive. He is 
a man with ideas. And he is a man 
with the confidence, tho sheer nerve 
lo carry thcnv out, .or, at least to give 
them a hard try."-Hi's'boW'proposal to' 
meet with Algerian rebel leaders in 
Paris is a sample. Whether this comes 
off or not, it represented a tremendous 
willingness lo take the daring step to 
seek a solution of an urgent and en- 
during problem. 


THROUGH ALL his efforts, DC 


Gaulle has shown a consistent breadth 
of outlook, a readiness to scan all view- 
points and all possibililies, that must 
surely surprise those who had him 
marked down as narrow, arrogant, and 
intolerant of positions other than his 
own. Furthermore, to the French he 
has become much more than just the 
"man on horseback,"'the rigid symbol 
to whom they turned in desperate 
plight .They see him now as »• human 
being they can trust, wilh whom they 
find remarkable personal dignity, for 
all that he still stands an aloof figure. 
De Gaulle still is the symbol and final 
repository of French hopes. But he is 
also, by some odd twist, a warm friend 
today, a Frenchman like other French- 
men. And by the day he is leaching 
his countrymen a long overdue lesson 
in what it means to have genuine lead- 
ership.

Third Party Talk 


TALK OF A THIRD party that 


might provide more than token rivalry 
for the Republicans and Democrats in 
1960 recalls that our two most success- 


. ful third parlies were the Populists of 


the 1890s and the 1912 Progressives. 
An inside history of the Progressives, 
written 30 years ago by Amos E. Pin- 
chol, has lain in manuscript in the 
Library of Congress but is now pub- 
lished under the litle, "History of the 
Progressive Party, 1912-16." It is of 
special interesl because of the light it 
casts on third party chances. Support- 
ers of Teddy Roosevelt wanted him for 
the 1912 GOP nomination. Losing lo 
Ihe incumbent, President William H. 
Taft, after a bitter fight spiced by 
charges of fraud, they bolted and ran 
Roosevelt on a Progressive or Bull 
Moose ticket Roosevell polled more 
votes than Taft, but Woodrow Wilson 
won the election. The primary reason 
for the Progressives' strong showing 
was the personal popularity • of Roose- 
velt. That ought lo provide a good les- 
son for those who talk of-a third party 
now. Unless they can muster a candi- 
date of great popularity, their chances 
of taking an effective part in the 1960 
battle will be small.

THE UNITED States doesn't

United Slates. 


THE U. S. ALSO has special 


defense treaties with Japan and 
the Philippines. But U.S. military 
aid (o all Ihese counlries is kept 
separate from Colombo contribu- 
tions. 


U. S. representatives sit on the 


Colombo Consultative Committee 
and with its planning groups. 
This is done so thai U. S. aid 
can be better coordinated with 
contributions of other countries. 
This avoids duplication of effort. 
It also makes receiving countries 
plan development carefully. 


In summary, the Colombo Plan 


is a kind of loose organization. 
It has no permanehl secretariat 
or head. It runs an information 
office in Colombo, Ceylon.

THESE ARE the real lessons 


of the recent Congressional cam- 
paign, which has produced the 
largest Democratic majorities in 
the Seriate and House since the 
Roosevelt New Deal.

largely? By having a solid, un-

be "sociable" and tor kicks. They 
separate drinking and eating, and 
they find'it necessary to defend 
even moderate drinking. In these 
and other'particulars .they' con- 
form 
1 to the common American 


"pattern." 


The 'detailed, 'scientific'study 


was under the auspices of t he 
Yale (University) Center of Alco- 
holic Studies. The chief American 


tvestigator was Dr. Giorgio Lol- 


former medical director of the 


Yale Plan (Alcoholic) Clinic in 
New Haven, Conn., now in pri- 
vate practice in New Yoik. His 
Italian opposite number was Dr. 
Ernidio' Serianni, director of the 
Instituto di Ahmentazione e Di- 
etologia of Ronte. 


The purpose of the study was 


stated succinctly by Mark Keller, 
editor of the complete report pub- 
lished today by Yale: "That 
drinking must precede alcoholism 
is obvious," he said, "equally ob- 
vious but not always sufficiently 
considered is the fact that dunk- 
ing is not necessarily followed by 
alcoholism." The latter is impres- 
sive by a fact in Italy but in the 
U S.' It has a high rate of ex- 
ceptions. 


The Americans of Italian de 


scent were both taller and fatter 
than the Italians, they had had 
more education and had a higher 
standard ot living. They weie 
"heavy eaters" by and large 
"while the Italians were "moder- 
ate" eaters" and also monotonous 
eaters. The Americans were "ir- 
regular, sporadic" eaters. 


'The report 
found 
that the 


"drinking behavior" of Italians 
"provides a" variety of protections 
against some dangerous effects of 
alcoholic beverage." But when 
Italians become Americans these 
protections are lost. The study 
traced increasing degrees of loss 
in first, second, and third gener- 
ation Italo-Americans.. 


"It gave emphasis to the psycho- 


logical side of American drink- 
ing." In Italy, this side is minor, 
since "wine'is a food, like any 
.food. But'in America, "the cus- 
tom of "'using alcoholic beverages 
separately from other food items 
-notably at the cocktail hour^-is 
linked \yilli a search for the psy- 
chological effects of alcohol. 
Arid this "cannot fail to favor 
tpse'conditions'which are .con- 
ducive to intoxication and the ex- 
cessive use of alcohol."
